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Don’t feed ducks 
at all, says expert

A PETITION has been 
launched calling for a 
controversial duck 
feeding ban to be 
scrapped - in favour of 
more Draconian 
measures. 

Dr Victoria Ling, who 
lives in Waterside, Ely - 
close to the city's 
contentious waterfowl 
population - agrees that 
feeding the birds is wrong, 
but says the ban on 
feeding them on land will 
simply drive people to 
pollute the ecosystem. 

The 30-year-old, who has a 
doctorate in biological 
anthropology, insists East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
should not be encouraging 
people to feed birds on the 
water - and that in fact they 
should not be fed AT ALL. 

Dr Ling insists that by feeding 
ducks and geese on the river, the 
entire river ecology is being put 
at risk. 

The council hit the headlines 
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last month after the Weekly 
News revealed people caught 
feeding waterfowl outside a 
designated area in Waterside, 
Ely, could be fined up to £2,500. 

The ban has been slammed 
by residents, with people 
insisting they should be able to 
feed the birds where they wish. 

But Dr Ling said: “I have been 
in contact with the RSPB and 
they agree that a kind, long¬ 
term plan would be to ask 
people not to feed the birds at 
all for a set period, maybe a few 
years. 

“This would enable the birds, 
most notably the geese, to self- 
regulate their numbers. 

“The council needs to liaise 
with the RSPB and Natural 
England to get this right. The 
birds cannot be ‘tidied away’ 
onto the river.” 

Dr Ling’s petition was 
launched last Wednesday and 
has attracted more than 120 
signatures. 

She said: “If people feed birds 
only on the water, uneaten

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Crossing campaign joy 
as council pledges £1 Ok 


CAMPAIGNERS calling for a 
pelican crossing on one of 
Ely’s busiest roads are 
celebrating. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has agreed to pay 
£10,000 towards building a 
crossing in Downham Road. 

However, the parents 
campaigning for the new 
facility will have to pay the 
rest of the sum. 

The council, which is 
funding the crossing through 
its local highways grant 
scheme, estimates the new 
crossing will cost between 
£15,000 and £18,000. 

The Friends of the Lantern 
School (FOTLS) are now 
busily fundraising to help pay 
for the crossing and have 
already raised £400 through a 
disco. 

Abbie Holgate, chairman of 
the FOTLS, said: “Obviously 
we’re delighted that the 
county council has offered us 


£10,000. We are now doing 
everything we can to raise the 
rest of the money. 

“We’re planning sponsored 
walks, non-uniform days and 
we’re approaching Ely College 
and the local supermarkets to 
see if they can help. 

“Downham Road is an 
accident waiting to happen. 
We need this crossing as soon 
as possible.” 

The campaign was 
spearheaded last year and 
some 500 people signed a 
petition. 

With about 2,000 children 
and students using Downham 
Road each day, and the road 
having just raised crossings 
for them to use, parents insist 
there needs to be at least one 
pelican crossing, which forces 
cars to stop and let people 
cross. 

The county council 
confirmed that it would pay 
£10,000 towards the crossing. 


Train crash victim is named 


A MOTORIST who was killed 
when his car was hit by a train 
on a level crossing has been 
named. 

Rodney Wheeler, 64, died 
after his Kia Sportage vehicle 
was hit by a London-bound 
First Capital Connect (FCC) 
train at the Pleasants level 
crossing between Downham 
Market and Littleport at about 
1.15pm on Thursday, fuly 12. 

Mr Wheeler lived in 
Trafalgar Road, Downham 
Market. 

An inquest into his death 
has now been opened and 


adjourned by coroners in 
Norfolk. 

Investigations are now 
under way to determine the 
cause of the accident. 

None of the estimated 60 
passengers on the train were 
hurt. 

Network Rail (NR) said the 
crossing was a “user-worked” 
type, with the user being 
responsible for opening and 
closing the gate. 

NR has also since pledged 
to close hundreds of rural 
level crossings in a bid to 
make our railways safer. 



Students’art 
livening up 
empty shop 

ART is brightening up an empty 
shop in Ely - much to the delight 
of passers-by. 

Students at Ely College are 
displaying their artwork in the 
windows of an empty shop on the 
corner of Market Street, where it 
meets High Street Passage. 

Local publican and 
businessman John Borland, who 
owns the shop, gave the school 
permission - and residents have 
praised the decision. 

Betty Reeve, of The Chase, Ely, 
said: “The paintings and pictures 
brighten the shop up. 

“It’s lovely to walk by and look 
at colourful artwork rather than 
an empty, dull space. I think the 
same should be done in other 
empty shops until they’re filled.” 

Mr Borland’s shop has stood 
empty for some time and is one 
of many vacant units in the city 
centre. 

Jeanette King, from Little 
Downham, believes schools, 
community groups and charities 
should be able to showcase their 


work in other empty shops. 

She said: “There are still quite 
a few empty shops in Ely, such as 
the former Millets in Market 
Place. 

“I think what Mr Borland has 
done is brilliant and others 
should take heed. It would 
brighten up these empty 
buildings if we had pop-up art 
galleries or information stands in 
them until a buyer came along.” 

Communities Secretary Eric 


Pickles has recently been calling 
on the Government to promote 
start-up businesses in 
temporarily using empty high- 
street shops until they are filled. 

He said: “Leaving empty shops 
to rot is a wasted economic 
opportunity that spoils the town 
centre - that is why we are 
proposing to scrap the damaging 
red tape that is keeping so many 
boarded up. 

“This change can unleash our 


young entrepreneurs to open 
pop-up shops and turn the high 
streets into an exciting start-up 
launch pad. 

“Reclaiming dreary unused 
street space can breathe new life 
into high streets - by de- 
cluttering streets for pedestrians, 
creating a lively atmosphere with 
pavement cafes, pop-up shop 
spots and entertainment so they 
are more family friendly fun 
place to go.”

RESIDENTS have less than a 
fortnight to have their say about 
where a new cinema complex 
should be built in Ely. 

East Cambs District Council launched 
a public consultation concerning the 
city’s proposed new cinema earlier this 
month. It ends on August 6. 

As reported in the Weekly News, major 
cinema chain Cineworld wants to come 
to the city. 

Four potential sites are being 
considered, including land at the 
junction of Downham Road/AlO, land at 
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the Ely Station gateway area, land west 
of Cambridgeshire Business Park in 
Angel Drove or on the new Ely North 
Development. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
council’s development and transport 
committee, said: “A lot of people have 
told me how excited they are about the 
thought of a permanent cinema coming 
to Ely but there is a lot still to be 
decided. 


“If a cinema is to be built there are 
many things which would have to be 
taken into consideration from 
commercial viability to the development 
of infrastructure. 

“However, the views of future cinema- 
goers are also important which is why 
we are asking residents to have their say 
on four sites.”

Eddie thrilled to meet his hero 
- Professor Stephen Hawking 


EX-SERVICEMAN and local 
campaigner Eddie Holden says 
his “dreams have come true” after 
he met world-famous scientist 
Professor Stephen Hawking. 

Mr Holden, from Little 
Downham, met the Cambridge 
academic at a friend’s secret 
garden party, to which they were 
both invited. 

Mr Holden, who is well-known 
in the Ely area, said Prof Hawking, 
who suffers from motor neurone 
disease and speaks with the aid of 
a voice synthesiser, has been a 
“hero” of his for years. 

He said: “I have been in the 
company of a few well-known 
people but meeting Professor 
Stephen Hawking tops the lot. 

“He does everything through 
his computer and it was just 
amazing to see him use it. 


“He has been my hero for many 
years. His knowledge of life and 
the universe is second to none. 

“There were so many questions 
I wanted to ask him but with all 
the other guests wanting to talk to 
him, time soon flew by. 

“To meet him in the flesh and 
see what he does gives you more 
insight into how this man copes 
with it all and what a brain he 
has.” 

Mr Holden was unable to say 
where and when the garden party 
was held. 

Professor Hawking developed 
motor neurone disease while 
studying in the 1960s and is one 
of the longest surviving sufferers. 

He is one of the world’s leading 
cosmologists and has been based 
in Cambridge for more than 30 
years. 
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Algae puts a stop to 
summer fun on lake 

A POTENTIALLY toxic algae is growing in 
the lake at Mepal Outdoor Centre - 
meaning all water-related activities have 
had to be scrapped. 

lust days into the summer holidays, the 
Environment Agency (EA) has confirmed 
that Blue-Green Algae is present in the 
centre’s lake. 

The algae is potentially toxic and can 
cause illness in humans and animals. 

As a result, all water-related activities at 
the centre, based in Chatteris Road, Mepal, 
have had to be cancelled. 

Graden Smith, centre administrator, 
said: “The EA confirmed on Monday that 
there is Blue-Green Algae in the lake. 

“It’s devastating as the summer holidays 
have just started and we’ve now had to 
completely re-organise our busy summer 
holiday activity programme. 

“All water-related activities, such as 
canoeing, kayaking, sailing and 
windsurfing are now called off as nobody is 
allowed in the water. 

“Around 50 per cent of our activities are 
on the water so it’s a real shame but we’re 
contacting everyone and re-organising the 
programme so that there is still plenty for 
people to do. We’d like everyone to know 
that we’re still very much open - just not 
the lake itself. 

“We’ve now got to wait until the EA gives 
the water the all-clear but nobody knows 
when that could be.” 

The EA will be testing the water every 
week until the algae levels drop to a safe 
level. 

Blue-Green Algae has to be left to die off 
naturally. Earlier this year, a public warning 
was issued after the algae was also 
discovered along the Counter Drain 
between Welney Bridge and Welches Dam 
on the Ouse Washes.

A CAT which wears a yellow 
bandana - and has his own 
Facebook page - has been found 
safe and well after getting trapped 
in a shed. 

Brian the ginger-and-white 
moggy is a familiar face around Ely 
as he lives at the Cathedral 
Veterinary Surgery in Newnham 
Street. 

If he’s not strolling around the 
surgery greeting patients, he can 
often be found getting a fuss in 
Waitrose car park. 

But a major search operation was 
launched after Brian, who turned up 
at the surgery about two years ago 
as a stray, vanished. 

Veterinary staff searched streets 


and alleys, residents checked their 
gardens and sheds, ‘missing cat’ 
posters were printed and 
advertisements were printed in the 
Weekly News. 

With the help of Brian’s very own 
Facebook page, which received 
more than 1,000 hits in one day, the 
whole community joined forces to 
try and find him. 

And last Wednesday, Brian was 
eventually reunited with staff at the 
surgery - after being trapped in a 
garden shed for eight days. 

Sally Ann Halliday, practice 
manager, said everyone was 
“delighted” to have Brian back. 

She said: “On Wednesday a man 
came running into the surgery to 


say he thought he had seen Brian in 
his shed. 

“We rushed down to the shed, 
called “Brian, Brian” and out he 
came - still with his bandana on. 

“Obviously, he is a bit skinnier, 
although to be honest he could have 
done with losing a few pounds. He’s 
now back at the surgery where he 
belongs.” 

Mrs Halliday said: “Everybody 
knows Brian. He’s always in and out 
of the surgery and everyone in Ely 
knows him as he’s so friendly. 

“We were crying with joy when 
we found him. I cannot tell you what 
a community effort it was to find 
Brian and thank goodness the man 
checked his shed when he did.” 


£50,000 work gets

You 
must be joking!

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bread and other food debris will fall 
to the bottom of the river, decay 
and can produce the Botulism 
bacteria. This is a particularly 
unpleasant way for any animal to 
die and can devastate eco¬ 
systems. 

“The petition is asking that we 
find a long-term, sustainable 
solution that enables people and 
birds to live comfortably side by 
side.” 

Cllr Richard Hobbs said the 
authority is “interested” to see the 
feedback from Dr Ling’s petition but 
said it has received “lots” of 
support since the feeding ban was 
introduced. 

He added: “I think all visitors to 
Ely’s riverside can see we have a 
real problem with bird mess. 

“Despite our waste contractors 


jet washing the area two or three 
times a week during summer, the 
mess returns and is unpleasant for 
anyone wishing to visit the 
waterfront. The solution we have 
sought to this problem is to 
encourage anyone wishing to feed 
the wildfowl to do so on the water 
rather than the land. 

“We will of course be interested 
to see the feedback from the 
petition but would like to reassure 
residents we have been working 
with wildfowl experts and are 
looking at other ways to help 
educate people to understand the 
reasons they should feed the birds 
on the water.”

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AN ex-mayor has come 
under fire after joking that 
Ely’s controversial Canada 
geese should be killed and 
eaten at Christmas. 

Conservative Cllr Richard 
Hobbs, pictured, who sits on 
East Cambs District Council, 
insists his comments were 
“tongue-in-cheek”. 

Cllr Hobbs, an ex-mayor of 
Ely, was at a city neigh¬ 
bourhood panel meeting on 
fuly 18 when the issue of Ely’s 
ever-increasing Canada goose 
population was raised. 

Only last week the Weekly 
News reported how residents 
were calling for the birds’ 
numbers to be controlled, 
insisting there are now about 
500 of them in the Waterside 
area and that they are causing 
too much mess. 

Cambridge resident and 
keen blogger, Richard Taylor, 
attended the meeting and has 
posted a blog on the 
community website, Shape 
YourPlace, saying that Cllr 
Hobbs offered to put his name 


down for a Canada goose for 
Christmas if there was to be a 
cull. 

Mr Taylor also says that Cllr 
Hobbs said any cull should be 
carried out by the council in 
daylight so that the authority 
could not be accused of 
underhand behaviour. 

Cllr Hobbs, who lives in Ely, 
has admitted that he did make 
the comments at the panel 


meeting - but insists they were 
made in “jest”. 

He said: “The comments 
attributed to me in a blog did 
not take into account the 
tongue-in-cheek nature of the 
discussion which took place at 
the neighbourhood panel. 

“I would be very saddened if 
anyone were to suggest that 
such comments were said in 
anything other than jest.” 



Speaking on ShapeYour 
Place, Mr Taylor said: “A 
member of the public 
expressed concern about the 
numbers of Canada Geese on 
the river in Ely. 

“A cull was suggested and 
another member of the public 
said that in New York’s Central 
Park culls were carried out and 
meat distributed to the 
homeless - it was suggested 
this could happen in Ely. 

“One of the members of the 
public present asked if he could 
have a goose for Christmas and 
Cllr Hobbs offered to put his 
name down for one.” 

Insisting that his comments 
were “tongue-in-cheek”, Cllr 
Hobbs also says there are no 
plans to cull the geese - or any 
wildfowl - in Ely. 

He said: “I can categorically 
state the district council has no 
intention or plans to cull any of 
the wildfowl who live along 
Ely’s riverside. 

“The future of Ely’s riverside 
is about ensuring all of us 
whether we be human, animal 
or bird are able to enjoy the 
wonderful surroundings we 
have - this will always be my 
focus.”

Inquest opened after 
man found hanged 

AN inquest has been opened after a man 
was found hanged at his home. 
40-year-old Miroslaw Rogaczewski’s 
body was found at his home in Chear Fen, 
Chittering, on July 5. 

A post mortem examination has 
confirmed that he hanged himself. 

An inquest has since been opened by 
William Morris, coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, and has been adjourned 
for further enquiries to be made.

FIREFIGHTERS were called to a car fire in 
Ely on Saturday. 

A crew from Ely attended the blaze outside 
Standen Engineering in Station Road at 
7.02am. The cause was unknown. 



THE father of murdered 
Soham schoolgirl Holly Wells 
said “time doesn’t heal” the 
pain of losing his daughter 
but has vowed to “make it out 
the other side”. 

Kevin Wells said that while his 
grief at losing his daughter 10 years 
ago has not diminished, he has 
learned to live with what 
happened. 

The 48-year-old said the murder 
of his daughter and her friend 
Jessica Chapman by school 
caretaker Ian Huntley took his 
family to breaking point and nearly 
destroyed his marriage to wife 
Nicola, 45. 

Speaking in an ITV documentary 
to mark the 10th anniversary of the 
girls’ deaths, he said: “Time doesn’t 
heal, someone got that wrong. It 
anaesthetises. Grief does not 
diminish, but you can manage the 
intensity and learn to live with it. 

“Murder has the capacity to 
destroy more lives than the one 
taken. I recognised that from the 
start, so I tried to take control, to 
make plans and to exert positive 
thought. 

“I clung to my family, my 
community, my work, sometimes 
to God and sometimes to a late- 
night tumbler of whisky. I chose to 
believe in the future, a future that I 
could craft from the life we once 



had. Really, all I wanted was for us 
to be the ones who’d make it out 
the other side.” 


Mr Wells revealed the couple, 
who had been together for 20 years 
when Holly was murdered, 
struggled to support each other as 
they “processed their grief at 
different speeds”. 

They also struggled financially as 
Mr Wells sold his window-cleaning 
business to focus on the trial, 
forcing the couple to remortgage 
their house and to rely on a £6,000 
charity handout to pay bills. 

But it was when he restarted his 


business in 2005, later joined by his 
16-year-old son Oliver, that the 
family began to get back on track. 

As part of their recovery, the 
family also considered adopting or 
fostering another child, but 
eventually decided it would be too 
hard, although they look forward to 
becoming grandparents. 

They are now planning to move 
back into the house in Soham and 
despite struggling for years with 
feelings of parental guilt, the 
couple have at last made peace 
with themselves. 

Approaching the 10th 
anniversary, Mr Wells revealed the 
family cannot help but ponder the 
years missed. 

“We think about the things she’ll 
never know, sitting her driving test, 
attending her school prom, her 21st 
birthday, it’s a lifetime of loss. One 
of Holly’s closest friends is already a 
mother, which gives us pause for 
thought,” he said. 

For Mrs Wells it is the “busyness” 
of her daughter she most misses. 

“The music and dancing and 
drawing, the reading, the 
homework, the friends, the 
Brownies, the majorettes. I used to 
grind my teeth at the hours I spent 
driving her to activities. Now I long 
to be able to do it.”

A LITTLEPORT man was 
among nine people arrested 
in one day as part of a police 
crackdown on domestic 
violence. 

Officers from the Domestic 
Abuse Investigations and 
Safeguarding Unit (DAISU) 
and the Public Protection 
Department visited a 
number of addresses in 
Cambridgeshire last 

Thursday. 

Eight men from Cambridge 
were arrested and a 26-year- 
old man from Littleport was 
arrested on suspicion of 
assault. 

Det Insp Lorraine Parker 
said: “This day of action 
serves as a warning to those 
who think domestic violence 
is acceptable. 

“I would also encourage 
anyone who is a victim of 
abuse not to suffer in silence 
and take that first step 
towards seeking help. 

“In April we launched the 
force’s first Domestic Abuse 


Investigations and Safe¬ 
guarding Unit to investigate 
all domestic abuse crimes, 
meaning victims deal with 
specially-trained officers.” 

The force works closely 
with charities, such as Refuge 
and Womens’ Aid and the 
Independent Domestic 
Violence Advocacy Service 
(IDVAS), and schools, social 
care and housing to tackle 
domestic abuse at all levels 
and from all sides. 

Cambridgeshire was the 
first force in the region to 
introduce a MARAC (Multi- 
Agency Risk Assessment 
Conferencing) group. 

This group manages 
individual cases of domestic 
abuse and looks at ways of 
reducing the risk of harm to 
partners and children. 

The force also works with 
the National Centre for 
Domestic Violence, which 
provides quick access to legal 
support and court assistance 
from solicitors.

Drivers told to 
park ‘straight’

DRIVERS have been 
unknowingly parking in 
Ely’s High Street the wrong 
way for years, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

It is a familiar sight to see 
motorists parking their vehicles 
diagonally outside shops in the 
city’s High Street - but it turns 
out they should have been 
parking diem parallel all along. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is now demanding 
drivers park their vehicles 
parallel in the marked bays. 

It comes after the lines of the 
High Street parking bays were 
repainted. Disgruntled 
motorists said the parking 
layout had been changed 
without any prior notice and 
that the “new” parallel layout 
was making it difficult to 
manoeuvre in and out. 

But the county council 
insists the bays have been 
parallel all along - and that it 
“just became the norm” for 
drivers to park diagonally. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The parking bays in Ely’s High 


Street have been parallel for 
years and have always been 
marked out like that. 

“We believe that a few 
drivers, some time ago, must 
have started parking there 
diagonally and that others 
simply followed suit and that it 
just became the norm. 

“The parking bay lines have 
recently been refreshed which 
is why drivers have all of a 
sudden noticed that the bays 
are clearly parallel ones. 

“People do now need to park 
in the parallel bays as they 
should else they could get a 
ticket from police.” 

Sixty-three-year-old Brian 
Holmes, from Ely, says the 
“new” parking bays left him 
“baffled”. 


He said: “I’ve parked 
diagonally along the High 
Street for as long as I can 
remember. 

“All of a sudden the bays 
have changed to parallel ones. I 
was baffled. I actually found it 
quite hard to get my car in and 
out of the parallel bay as the 
High Street is so narrow and 
busy. I hope this doesn’t lead to 
more accidents.” 

The council spokesman 
added: “I must reiterate that 
nothing has changed here - the 
bays are as they have been for 
years, just more visible.” 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“We regularly enforce motorists 
who park inappropriately or 
illegally in Ely’s High Street and 
will continue to do so.” 


Market stall charges bring in extra £30k 


FORCING market traders to pay 
to have their stalls put up in Ely 
has helped to swell council 
coffers by more than £30,000. 

Figures released by East Cambs 
District Council show that the 
income from the city’s markets 
has risen from £18,443 in 2010/11 
to £52,084 in 2011/12. 

The £33,641 increase comes 
after the council introduced a £10 
charge to put up stalls on the 
Saturday craft and farmers’ 
markets in 2010. 

The authority also contro¬ 
versially decided to withdraw the 


supply of stalls on Thursday 
markets. 

However, the council insists the 
money has also been increased 
through introducing a series of 
food, flower and craft markets. 

The council now plans to raise 
12ft stall prices for casual traders 
from £27.57 to £30 in a bid to 
encourage them to sign up as a 
regular trader. 

The price of 8ft stalls will also 
increase from £18.40 to £20. 

Tracey Harding, tourism and 
town centre team leader, said 
numerous initiatives are being 


launched to further boost the 
markets including improved 
signage to remind people what 
markets are running on which 
days, a ‘Made in Cambridgeshire’ 
brand to highlight local 
producers across the region and 
working with local schools to 
provide an opportunity for 
students to display handmade 
goods on the markets. 

She added: “Despite the 
economic downturn, Ely’s 
markets have remained strong 
and maintained their position as 
being an excellent trading post.” 


Town planning own 
opening ceremony 

SOHAM may have missed out on any 
official Olympic torch celebrations but 
community leaders have organised their 
very own opening ceremony. 

Tomorrow, the town will be coming alive 
with Olympic-themed cheer. 

Boxing legend Dave ‘Boy’ Green, who 
lives in Chatteris, will carry a symbolic torch 
through the town, starting at the Ross Peers 
Centre at 3pm before heading to the 
recreation ground, off Fountain Lane. 

The former British and European Light- 
Welterweight champion will be joined by 
the Soham Majorettes and local 
schoolchildren and sportspeople, who will 
carry the flags of the various participating 
nations. 

On the town’s rec, there will be a host of 
free activities and celebrations as well as 
live music and entertainment, a licensed 
bar, a barbecue and a grand parade 
through the town.

Don’t give birds 
‘human’ food 

Sir, concerning the recent 
duck/geese debate, may I please 
urge readers NOT to feed the 
ducks /geese with bread or any 
other ‘human’ food (eg crisps, 
biscuits etc). The reasons for this 
are: 

■ bread does not contain the 
necessary nutrients that birds need 
to remain healthy and can lead to 
nutrition-deficient conditions. An 
example of this is ‘Angel Wing’; 
sadly not an uncommon problem 
for human-fed ducks and at least 
one goose (always to be found near 
Waterside) has this condition; 

■ uneaten bread will float to the 
bottom of the river, decay and can 
lead to outbreaks of botulism. This 
is a particularly distressing illness 
which causes paralysis and often 
results in the birds dying a drawn- 
out, painful death. It also has 
obvious risks for other birds, water 
and animal life; 

■ mould (eg on bread) is poisonous 
to mute swans; 

■ increased food debris being 
thrown into the river may impact its 
ecological balance. This has 
happened in multiple locations 
including Saumarez Park in 
Guernsey; 

■ feeding ducks/geese bread will 
likely exacerbate excrement levels 
on the paths. Far from reducing the 
amount of faeces on the paths, 
feeding ducks on the water will 
likely make the problem worse 
because the food will be low-quality 
(eg bread - which floats). The 
amount of faeces produced by 
ducks/geese is directly proportional 
to the amount they eat. Thus, given 
they must eat large quantities of 
bread compared to healthy food (eg 
cereal grains which do not float) 
and that the birds will still sleep on 
land (most of the mess on the paths 
happens 

overnight) the mess will remain at 
its current level or get worse. 

There are many other arguments to 
be made for not feeding the 
ducks/geese with bread (and other 
human food) and particularly for 
not doing so on the water; the 
short- and long-term impact on the 
birds, fish, other waterlife and 
terrestrial animals is likely to be 
highly deleterious. Broadly 
speaking, the kindest action for 
people to take is not to feed the 
birds at all; this would enable them 
to self-regulate their numbers, lead 
healthy lives and create a 
sustainable future for both people 
and animals to live comfortably side 
by side.

To those who have kept their eyes on 
the papers recently you may have seen I 
have been rather busy. The achievement 
I am most proud of this year is founding 
a charity in memory of my brother, The 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation.

have also been given the tremendous 
opportunity to meet and eat with Her 
Majesty the Queen, which was just 
incredible. I have always been a fan of 
the Queen and it was a huge honour for 
me. 

The idea of Callum’s Comer is for me 
to update everyone on my mad charity 
ideas and also to give my opinion on 
local matters. When I was first asked to 
write this column I was keen to make 
sure I talked about the opportunities, or 
should I say lack of opportunities, for 
young people. I am in no way saying 
people don’t care about young people as 
there are so many incredible 
organisations ran by incredible people, 
for example Viva and the Scouts, but 
there seems to be a limited amount of 
these kind of opportunities for people 
aged 9-19 to do after school, etc, while 
also learning many skills for the older 
ages.

Teens stole 
from OAP to 
buy drugs 


TWO ‘privileged and advan¬ 
taged' boys stole from an 81 - 
year-old woman to pay for drugs 
in a crime described by the 
magistrate as the “worst case" 
she could think of. 

The 15-year-olds took a the bag from a 
frail pensioner with a walking aid in Ely 
to fund what the magistrate called 
“dreadful mind-bending substances”. 

Marisa lohnson, presiding magistrate 
at Cambridge Youth Court, said the 
teenagers, who avoided having to serve 
custody, could not blame absent or bad 
parents for their crime, like many before 
the court could. 

She told them at a sentencing hearing: 
“You have caring and interested parents 
who seem to be doing everything in their 
power to give you a good start in life. 

“You are privileged and advantaged in 
that sense, so you have no excuse of 
finding yourself in court other than the 
lure of these dreadful mind-bending 
substances that are so freely available in 
society today.” 

The younger of the two boys went up 
to the victim, who had just got off the 
bus in St Mary’s Street on July 10 with an 
82-year-old friend, and asked her for 
directions to Tesco. 

The other defendant swiped her 
handbag from the top of her trolley-style 
walking aid and they both ran off. 

When police caught up with them later 
that day they had already spent £20 of 
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the stolen £126 on cannabis. 

One of them was also in possession of 
a small amount of cocaine. 

Ms Johnson added: “It's completely 
appalling to pick on someone who is 
elderly, frail and unable to defend 
themselves. 

“This really is the worst case I can 
think of. And for what? A bit of money 
and some drugs. Is it worth it?” 

In an impact statement the victim said 
she was really angry that two young 
people “should have the gall in broad 
daylight to steal from me”. 

Jeff Lewis, mitigating for the older boy, 
who admitted theft from a person and 
possession of a Class A drug, said his 
client was “shameful” for committing a 
“nasty and antisocial” crime, but added 
his behaviour was showing “marked 
improvement”. 

Nicole Yates, mitigating for the 
younger boy, who admitted theft from a 
person and possession of a Class B drug, 
said cannabis use was the “root of his 
problems”, but he wanted to change his 
life and join the Army. 

The boys were given a one-year youth 
referral order, must pay back the stolen 
cash and £50 each in court costs. 

Ms Johnson warned them that if they 
did not follow the orders of a panel and 
reform their ways they should expect to 
be detained.

A BUMPER cake sale is being held on 
Saturday to help support a disabled 
man’s campaign to buy a new machine. 

Marlene Young, from Littleport, lives 
near to cerebral palsy sufferer Adam 
King, who is trying to raise £16,000 to 
buy a new machine which will help him 
communicate. 

Marlene was planning to run a cake 
stall at the Littleport Show but the event 
was cancelled due to bad weather. 
However, Marlene has been determined 
to make sure the sale still goes ahead 
and residents across the area are busy 
baking to help support Adam. 

Cakes, tarts, pastries and other 
goodies will be on sale outside both the 
Co-Op in Littleport’s High Street and the 
Co-Op in Wisbech Road throughout the 
day. 

Marlene said: “I’m overwhelmed with 
the support everyone has shown. So 
many people are baking cakes and 
pastries for the sale and I really hope 
we’re going to raise a considerable sum 
for Adam. 

“If there is anyone out there who 
wants to bake for the sale, please do so. It 
will be much appreciated.”

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Burglar left hat 
at crime scene 
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A SERIAL burglar 
described as a 
“menace who will 
steal anything” was 
caught after he left a 
baseball cap at the 
scene of a crime. 

Drug addict Simon 
Clarke, who has 30 previous 
convictions for 65 offences, 
gave police the perfect lead 
when he forgot to take his 
hat with him after repeat¬ 
edly raiding a shed full of 
antiques. 

Forensics found his DNA 
on the cap and arrested 
him for stealing from the 
outbuildings in Main Street, 
Witchford, after he was 
spotted trying to cycle away 
from a bungalow in Ely 
with a stolen widescreen 
television. 

The 38-year-old was 
jailed for 10 months for the 
two burglaries - but police 
believe he may be respon¬ 
sible for about 15 more in 
the Ely area.

bars where he cannot cause 
more misery to residents. 

He told the Weekly News : 
“People should know who 
this man is. He is a menace 
to the people of Ely. He is 
not Mr Nice Guy who has a 
made the odd mistake in 
his life. He is a hardcore 
Class A drug addict who 
will steal anything he can 
from anybody.” 

Paul Brown, prosecuting 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court, said the £300 tele¬ 
vision was stolen from a 
bungalow in Little Lane, Ely, 
on fuly 16 and memorabilia 
of unknown value, inclu¬ 
ding a gun-shaped Zippo 
lighter, was taken from the 


outbuilding over a four-day 
period in late June. 

On the shed burglary, Mr 
Brown said: “Police officers 
found a baseball cap that 
was left there and it was 
from DNA on that hat that 
allowed police officers to 
identify Clarke as the 
owner.” 

Clarke, of Meadow Close, 
Witchford, was also on 
court bail for a long list of 
theft and drugs offences, 
although it is unclear 
whether he will be brought 
to book for those. 

The court heard Clarke 
had an entrenched drug 
problem that had seen his 
weight drop from 9.5st to 
6.5st and that his offending 
had stopped when he en¬ 
gaged with drug rehabilita¬ 
tion programmes. 

Magistrates jailed him for 
10 months after Clarke 
admitted two counts of 
burglary. 

Det Sgt Yore thanked the 
public for helping bring 
Clarke to justice. 

He added: “The public 
can be reassured that we 
will take positive action 
against people who commit 
these crimes.” 


Craftswoman 
dies, aged 87 

A FORMER Ely brewery 
worker has died, aged 
87. 

Phyllis Sparrow, who 
lived in Ely, worked for 
the brewery during her 
early life. She was 
married to Victor and 
they had five children. 
Known for her knitting, 
cross stitch and crafts, 
Mrs Sparrow was busy 
working on these until a 
few works before she 
died on June 10. 

Her funeral was held at 
the Fenland Crematorium, 
March, on June 26.

PLANS to open a state-of- 
the-art children's soft play 
centre in Ely have been 
given the green light. 

The new facility will be built 
inside an empty industrial unit on 
the city’s Lancaster Way Business 
Park.

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Pottery plan 
for old shop 


AN empty shop 
could be trans¬ 
formed into a 
ceramics cafe, the 
Weekly News can 
reveal. 

The plans centre 
around the former 
Morlands antique shop 
in Broad Street, Ely. 

Penny Williams, owner 
of popular 3at3 cafe and 
delicatessen in nearby 
Three Cups Walk, is 
behind the scheme and 
has applied to East 
Cambs District Council 
to change the use of the 
premises to include 
pottery and painting/ 
firing on site. 

Mrs Williams, who lives 
in Ely, described the 
proposed business as a 
ceramics cafe and said 
she plans to call it Crack 
Pots. 

She said: “We’re really 
excited about this and 
hope the change of use 
will be accepted. 

“Crack Pots would be a 
kind of ceramics cafe 
where people come 
along to have fun with 
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ceramics and pottery. 

“I recently went on a 
pottery course and it 
inspired me to bring this 
to Ely. 

“Some people might 
think this is just some¬ 
thing for children, but it 
isn’t. 

“It’s for adults, for 
team-building events, for 
hen parties - the oppor¬ 
tunities are endless. 

“It’s all so simple for 
people to do. Once they 
are shown what to do 
they will be away.” 

In her application to 
the council, Mrs Williams 
said: “Customers will 
purchase a ready-made 
pottery item to paint to 
their own design on the 
premises. 

“The item will be left to 
be glazed and fired in a 
small domestic kiln. 
Customers will then 
return to collect the 
finished product. 

“The small kiln will be 
housed in a completely 


separate room at the rear 
of the property. 

“The room has electric 
air ventilation to the 
outside and an external 
door and there will be no 
access to the general 
public. 

“Specific times will be 
allocated for use of the 
kiln - no members of the 
public will be on the 
premises at these times.” 

Mrs Williams plans to 
run the ceramic and 
pottery classes and says 
3at3 will remain open, 
being run by her staff. 

Morlands closed down 
in December 2010 after 
its owner, Pauline Baker, 
said high business rates 
and the recession meant 
it was not viable to keep 
the shop open. 

The premises have 
stood empty ever since. 

The district council 
now has around eight 
weeks to comment on 
the proposed change of 
use.

Charity’s a pressing concern... 


ABOUT £lm could be 
spent on transforming 
Cambridgeshire’s Ouse 
Washes into a distinctive 
tourist destination. 

Littleport-based charity 
Cambridgeshire Acre has 
already received £90,500 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) to put towards 
its Ouse Washes Landscape 
Partnership (LP) programme. 

It is hoped the hand-out 
will lead to a further 
£995,600 of Lottery funding 
in the near future. 

The Ouse Washes LP aims 
to turn the washes into a 
tourist attraction and hub of 
activity.

The Ouse Washes LP area 
stretches 48.5km between 
Fen Drayton Lakes and 
Downham Market. 

The main features include 
the Old and the New Bedford 
Rivers, and the area of wet 
grassland 32km long 
between them, as well as the 
well-established Welney and 
Ouse Fen nature reserves, 
and newer reserves such as 
Fen Drayton Lakes. 

Kirsten Bennett, from 
Cambridgeshire ACRE, said: 
“We’re delighted that the 
HLF has given us this 
support. 

“The Ouse Washes may not 
be ‘pretty’ in a picture- 
postcard sense but they have 
a unique charm of their own. 

“Their cultural and built 
heritage needs to be 
celebrated and understood, 


both by those who live and 
work here and those who 
come to visit the area. 

“This funding will allow us 
to work with local people 
and organisations to make 
this happen. 

“As the Rural Community 
Council for Cambridgeshire, 
we feel privileged to be 
leading the Ouse Washes LP.”

An old ironmonger’s shop in Littleport has become the 
focal point of an ambitious project to collect and preserve 
people’s memories of the village for future generations to 
share. Here, Helena g Anderson, photographer for the 
project, tells us all about it 


ANOTHER glorious 
day at the iron¬ 
mongery shop in 
Littleport; I can't get 
enough of it, and I’m 
not alone. With a 
group of creative 
people I am enthusing 
over a space that is 
being returned to its 
former glory 
By ‘space’ I mean JH 
Adams ironmongery shop, 
built at the beginning of the 
20th century 


My first introduction to 
the shop was in August 
2010, when Jean Rees- 
Lyons, who knows the town 
well, asked me to go to the 
shop to share her en¬ 
thusiasm about a store full 
of historic interest and 
intrigue. 

Knowing the shop was for 


sale, Jean talked to owners 
David and Susan Porter 
about the possibility of 
preserving the history of 
the shop. With their 
support, Jean’s vision, now 
known as the Family Adams 
Project, came to fruition a 
year later when the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
awarded it £49,000. 

The project will bring 
together local people, 
schools, museums and 
artists to collect and 
preserve personal memories 
of the village. 

Robyn Llewellen, head of 
Heritage Lottery Fund East 
of England, said, “We at 
HLF are delighted to be 
able to support this 
imaginative project. Spend¬ 
ing time together and 
experiencing a sense of 
shared history can help 
bring communities closer 
together, and this is a 
particularly creative way of 
collecting and preserving 
the stories that have helped 
define the character and 
history of Littleport.”

The project is being led 
by a partnership between 
The Word Garden (Develop¬ 
ment in Creative Arts) and 
ADeC (Arts Development 
East Cambridgeshire), and 
will be supported by The 
Littleport Society. 

J H Adams was at the 
heart of the community. At 
its height, it enjoyed an 
international role in the 
making of the World Fen 
Skating Championships, 
while at the same time 
selling all things domestic, 
from screws and rivets to 
paint brushes, pots and 
pans. Rarely seen objects, 


photographs, letters and 
stories from the period 
between J880-J930 will be 
used to provoke new 
memories and will be 
shared and explored 
through film, photography, 
drama, a ‘living memory’ 
book and a scale model of 
Adams’ shop. 

The project will be a 
celebration by the 
community for the 
community, helping to 
preserve memories for 
generations to come. 

The Family Adams 
Project has grown into a 
much bigger project than

Police step up war 
on metal theft gangs 


METAL and lead thieves 
looking to strike in East 
Cambs should beware. 

Cambridgeshire Police have 
further ramped up their efforts to 
stamp out metal theft in the county 
by paying for new technology 

The British Telecom-developed 
RABit system (Rapid Assessment BT 
Incident Tracker) alerts the force 
control room when a live cable has 
been cut or damaged. 

It also pinpoints the location so 
officers can be deployed quickly. The 
system also alerts BT. 

The technology will help 
Operation Magnet, the force’s 
crackdown on metal theft that was 
launched in the spring. 

The operation has seen officers 
working with partner agencies, 
including BT, to catch those

responsible, deter offending and 
dismpt the stolen metal market. 

They have also been asking dealers 
to sign up to Operation Tornado, a 
national Responsible Scrap Metal 
Dealer Scheme and, so far, 17 of 27 in 
the county have done so. 

The scheme involves dealers 
committing themselves to making it 
easier for police to trace sellers of 
stolen metal, but it will not inhibit 
those who operate legitimately. 

Officers have also extended the 
scheme to motor salvage operators. 

Detective Inspector Sharon Dence 
said: “This new technology could 
prove invaluable as it alerts us to a 


crime in progress and can give us a 
precise location. 

“Cable is often stolen from 
vulnerable locations and can have a 
huge impact on people living nearby 
This will give us an advantage and 
increase the likelihood of us catching 
thieves in the act.” 

Officers have been carrying out 
regular checks to ensure scrap yards 
and the people using them are 
operating within the law 

DI Dence added: “We would 
appeal to people to be vigilant and 
report anything they think is 
suspicious or out of the ordinary, 
particularly at night in isolated 
locations and around manhole 
covers or telegraph poles.”

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An actor's 
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DEAR DOCTOR: 

Robert Powell,

Stage and screen fave Robert Powell tells LIZZY DENING about 
being Jesus, the secret to a happy marriage - and why he found 
Holby City ‘terrifying’ 


T HERE’S no doubt about it, Robert 
Powell is an intimidating man. 
Perhaps you can expect nothing less 
of an actor who has played such roles as 
Jesus Christ, the CEO of Holby General 
and now a fearsome surgeon in comedy 
favourite Doctor in the House at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. 

The 68-year-old and I don’t get off to the 
best of starts and he answers my initial 
questions with barked, short replies. When I 
ask if he’s fond of the city, I get: “How can 
you not like Cambridge?” 

As for whether he misses the squeaky- 
clean corridors of Holby, he simply says: 
“No, not at all.” Before relenting slightly 
with, “Well, I miss the guys I was working 
with.” 

Happily, before it all turns too frosty we 
move on to the role which brought him to 
the attention of the British public, Jesus of 
Nazareth, who he played in Franco 
Zeffirelli’s blockbusting 1977 mini-series, 
and he settles into a cheery anecdote. 

“I hadn’t been considered for the role at 
all. Lots of names had been floated: De 
Niro, Hoffman, A1 Pacino, although I think 
I was the only one who was offered it.” 

He tails off, before apologising: “Sorry, a 
lovely bassett hound just came to say hello.” 


“How nice - yours?” I inquire, pleased to 
hear a softer side to his voice. A blunt: 
“No.” 

I take a deep breath, and turn back to 
Jesus. He adds: “I was asked to do a screen 
test with a wig and a false beard, and I 
remember eventually walking away, picking 
up the payphone in the corridor, calling my 
agent and saying: ‘I think we can forget 
about that one, it was really silly.’ 

“When I was offered it I didn’t say yes 
for four days. I had severe doubts: with 
Jesus you can’t scour the heights, the most 
you can hope for is to get away with it. 

“On the other hand, if you’re offered the 
role, you also can’t say no.” 

Of course he didn’t, and the success of 
the TV programme led to numerous other 
roles; in everything from The Thirty Nine 
Steps, to cop spoof The Detectives, with 
Jasper Carrott. 

“I quite like serious drama with laughs,” 
he tells me, and he’s currently enjoying 
working alongside Joe Pasquale, who he 
describes as: “Lovely, very charming. Very 
silly, which suits me.” 

Originally from Salford, the father of two 
began his education with a law degree, 
before pulling out to pursue a career in 
drama. He admits he was lucky in terms of 



his parents’ reaction: “In retrospect, if I’d 
been my own parents, I would have been 
absolutely terrified. They didn’t quite 
know what I know now - it’s a profession 
you really don’t want to go into. The odds 
are so stacked against you, you can 
survive, but that’s about it.” 

Thankfully for his stress levels, his 
grown-up children Barney and Kate have 
avoided the limelight, although his son 
does indulge in amateur dramatics, which 
his father encourages (“He’s very good”). 

In his own life, however, Powell is a 
risk-taker at heart: “That’s how Holby 
came about. The original contract was for 
a year [he eventually stayed on for six] 
which was terrifying. I’d never worked on 
anything for so long, but I liked the 
challenge of having six lines of character 
description and turning him into a full 
human being.” 

So it’s no surprise that his next choice 
of role is equally off piste: “I’m going 
into Singin’in the Rain in the West End. I 


went to see it and was entranced, it’s a 
very, very good show. The first few rows 
get soaked, but they know in advance. In 
fact they pay over the odds for those 
seats; it’s strange.” 

While an all-singing, all-dancing show 
might be a departure from his career 
track, it’s one which would be well suited 
to his wife of 37 years, Babs Lord, who 
was originally one of Pan’s People on Top 
of the Pops. 

I wonder if her dance skills have 
rubbed off on her husband at all, but he 
assures me they haven’t: “We made a pact 
some years ago: she realised it’s fruitless 
trying to get me to dance.” 

To make any marriage, let alone one in 
the public eye, work for so many years is 
impressive, but according to Powell, it’s 
all about having a “particular kind of 
wife”. 

“Paul and Linda McCartney said they 
never spent a night apart,” he says 
incredulously, “which I think is utterly 


creepy. I think holding hands unless 
you’re 18 is creepy too. Marriage is a 
partnership and ours works; it’s a blessing 
not to live in each other’s pockets.” 

Which isn’t something they could be 
accused of, with Babs undertaking 
numerous adventures without her partner, 
including sailing around the world for a 
year. 

Powell has his own interests too, which 
he lists as: “Sport, family and work. I’m 
not sure in which order, it varies.” 

A die-hard Manchester United and 
cricket fan, his quality of life has been 
vastly improved by Sky Sports. His voice 
softens as he talks fondly about it, with 
the same reverence he addressed the 
bassett hound; a tone he is perhaps less 
ready to share with journalists.

BASED on the book of the same 
name, The Lorax is the 
environmentally-conscious story of 
one boy’s noble quest to restore 
balance between avaricious mankind 
and Mother Nature.

And while it 
might galvanise young audiences into 
action, this is primarily escapist 
entertainment melding comedy, 
mystery and a hint of pre-teen 
romance. 

Twelve-year-old Ted Wiggins 
(voiced by Zac Efron) lives in the 
carefully controlled utopia of Thneed- 
Ville with his mother (Jenny Slate) and 
feisty grandmother Norma (Betty 
White). 

Town mayor Aloysius OHare (Rob 
Riggle) provides the residents with all 
they need including blissful sunshine. 
Eveything, that is, except for real 
plants which are manufactured in a 
factory. 

Ted pines for the girl next door, 
Audrey (Taylor Swift), who tells him 


what she wants to see more than 
anything in the world is a real tree 
growing in thebackyard of her home. 

So the smitten lad seeks out a 
hermit called the Once-ler (Ed Helms), 
who apparently knows why all of the 
Truffula trees disappeared from 
Thneed-Ville. In exchange for 15 
cents, a nail and the shell of a great, 
great, great grandfather snail, the 
Once-ler recounts how he 
inadvertently devastated the lush 
landscape for generations to come 
and summoned the legendary 
guardian of the forest known as The 
Lorax (Danny DeVito). 

Through these reminiscences, Ted 
realises the mayor doesn’t want real 
trees restored to Thneedville because 
the miracle of photosynthesis would 
jeopardise his lucrative oxygen supply 
business. Aware of the perils that lay 
ahead, Ted resolves to bring green 
back to Thneed-Ville and win Audrey’s

heart. 

Dr Seuss’ The Lorax is rendered in 
lurid, sherbetty hues that radiate off the 
screen. Indeed, the film is so bright 
you feel like donning sunglasses and 
SPF 25 rather than cumbersome 
plastic 3D specs which seem 
obligatory nowadays. 

Efron and Swift’s honey-toned 
voices perfectly fit their cutesy 
characters, while the animators let 
their imaginations run amok in scenes 
of pre-deforestation Thneed-Ville: 
marshmallow-guzzling bears tumble 
acrobatically through the air to doo- 
wops from a barbershop trio of fish. 

DeVito's furry, orange voice of 
conscience continually reminds 
anyone who will listen that the world 
can’t heal itself. Underlying messages 
of unity and self-sacrifice for a greater 
good are admirable, drizzled with 
mawkish sentimentality to sweeten the 
pill.

Danger lurks among the shrubs

S CHOOL’S out for summer - and 
despite the wet weather, many 
children will be enjoying the 
freedom and fresh air that the garden 
offers. 

You may have already considered pond safety 
for toddlers and the need to put potentially lethal 
garden tools out of reach, but curious children 
may also put flowers or leaves into their mouths 
which are poisonous, while uninformed 
gardeners may brush against something which 
sets off an allergic reaction. 

Many plants give off their own warning signs. 
Some have an unpleasant taste which reduces the 
likelihood of a dangerous quantity being eaten, 
while others just do not look edible. 

Of course there are the usual suspects to watch 
out for including monkshood (also known as 
aconitum), which is extremely toxic. 

Often planted under trees or spring-flowering 
shrubs at the back of a border, bearing tall spikes 
of helmeted flowers in blues and purples in the 
summer, all parts of the plant are poisonous and 
a skin irritant, causing burning of the lips and 
mouth, intense vomiting, diarrhoea and spasms. 

Historically, monkshood was used by people 
to commit suicide by eating the leaves. Hunters 


in the Amazon rainforest also poisoned the tips 
of their arrows with it to kill animals. 

Many of us have laurel in our gardens - it 
belongs to the family that includes apple, cherry, 
plum and almond. But be warned that when you 
chop your laurel hedge the sap gives off an 
unbelievably soporific effect and you may fall 
asleep. 

Some people may suffer an allergic reaction 
from the sap of some plants, such as rue (Ruta), 
a low-growing plant with yellow flowers. Its 
herbal uses may become insignificant if you get 
sap on your skin, which in sunlight can cause a 
blistering reaction which can last for weeks. 

Anyone who has been to the famous Poison 
Garden at Alnwick Castle and Gardens in 
Northumberland will have recognised some 
pretty common garden stalwarts there. 

Hemlock, aquilegia, autumn crocus 
(colchicum autumnale), laburnum and hellebores 
are all common plants you might find in your 
garden or in a hedgerow, and all have different 
levels of toxicity. 

The amount you would have to ingest to do 
real damage varies from plant to plant.

Beautiful but dangerous 


■ Glory Lily (Gloriosa superba) - A 
summer-flowering climber, producing 
red flowers with yellow tips. It’s 
poisonous, particularly the corm. 

■ Foxglove (Digitalis) - Both the wild 
and hybrids produce tall spikes bearing 
bell-like flowers in a variety of colours, 
and are often grown in partial shade, 
reaching heights of up to 6ft. All parts of 
the plant are poisonous 

■ Dumb cane (Dieffenbachia) - This 


large-leaved houseplant is poisonous, 
while the sap can cause skin and eye 
irritation. 

Morning Glory (Ipomoea) - This 
lovely garden climber, with heart-shaped 
leaves and large, trumpet-like flowers, 
adorns many trellises and archways in 
summer, but it is also poisonous. 

■ Fremontodendron - In terms of bright 
yellow colours, the flowers of this 
Californian beauty are unsurpassed. It is 


called the flannel bush in its native land 
for the hairy undersides of its leaves, but 
it is a skin and eye irritant, so be careful 
when pruning. 

Woody Nightshade (Solanum 
dulcamara) - Most species of solanum 
are poisonous and this scrambling 
perennial is often found in hedgerows 
and on shingle beaches, with oval 
leaves and purple flowers with yellow 
stamens, flowering from May to 


September. The berries are red and 
poisonous while the rest of the plant is a 
skin and eye irritant. 

■ Sumach (Rhus verniciflua, R. 
radicans, R. succedanea) - This tree 
has extremely toxic sap. If you are taking 
one down, clean your saw afterwards. 

■ Giant hogweed (Heracleum 
mantegazzianum) - Brushing against 
this plant can leave you with large and 
very painful blisters

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Crackdown on illegal number plates Audi’s new entry-level Q3 


POLICE forces across 
Hertfordshire, Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire, 
Essex, Norfolk and 
Suffolk have joined 
forces once again to re¬ 
visit an operation aimed 
at tackling vehicles with 
misrepresented number 
plates. 

Operation Dragon, which 
started on Monday and runs 
until August 5, sees the six 
forces working together to 
clamp down on the use of

misrepresented number 
plates - which are illegal. 
Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) Intercept 
Teams, road patrol units, and 
other specialist units will be 
looking out for number plates 
that are not displayed in the 
correct format, which can be 
hard to read and make it 
difficult for police to identify 
vehicles involved in criminal 
activity 

Anyone caught displaying a 
number plate that does not 
meet the DVLA’s criteria will 
be stopped by police and 
could face a fine of up to 
£1,000. In a similar operation 
earlier this year, nearly 300 
drivers were stopped and 
given formal penalties for 
using misrepresented number 
plates on their vehicles. 

As part of Operation 
Dragon, ANPR officers will be 
looking out for and stopping 
vehicles with number plates 
that: 

■ Display adjusted fixings or 


bolts which alter spaces or 
obscure characters to appear 
as something else. 

■ Use any font that is not the 
standard DVLA approved 
‘Charles Wright’ font. 

■ Use offensive wording. 

■ Are not easily readable or 
recognised by the naked eye. 

Number plates should also 
be made from a reflective 
material. Front number plates 
must display black characters 
on a white background and 
rear number plates must 
display black characters on a 
yellow background. 

Further information on how 
a number plate should be 
correctly displayed can be 
found on the DVLA website at 
www.direct.gov. uk/en/Motorin 
g/PersonalisedRegAndNumber 
Plates. 

Hertfordshire ANPR 
Manager, Inspector Andy 
Piper, said: “Following the 
success of this operation 
earlier in the year, ANPR 
teams across the three 


counties will be involved in 
the operation to keep the 
roads safe and deter criminals 
from coming into these areas 
to commit crime. Addressing 
misrepresented registrations 
is a very important part of our 
work as plates that are difficult 
to read and pose a threat to 
identifying vehicles that may 
be used for criminal activities. 

“If your number plate is not 
a standard format you could 
be stopped and face a large 
fine. 

“I would therefore urge any¬ 
one using a misrepresented or 
non-standard plate to check 
the legal criteria and if 
necessary change their licence 
plate immediately. Ignorance 
of these regulations will not be 
accepted as an excuse should 
you be stopped.” 

ANPR cameras can read a 
number plate every second, 
and compares it against a 
variety of local and national 
databases.

SEAT has released pictures of the 
all-new Leon, which the company 
hopes will take the fight to its fast- 
advancing rivals. 

At 5cm shorter than the 
outgoing model but with a 
wheelbase almost 6cm longer, the 
wheels are noticeably closer to 
the corners of the car to provide a 
more purposeful stance. 


The architecture is the Volks¬ 
wagen Group’s lightweight MQB 
platform. 

Despite its shorter proportions, 
more intelligent packaging means 
that there is more rear legroom 
and around 40 litres more boot 
space than before. At the same 
time, the car’s overall weight is 
claimed to be 90kg less.
